It seems as though I am always writing about 
the Annual ANA Convention, either the one coming 
up or the one just passed. Really our ties to the 
ANA are strong and the climax of our year always 
coincides with the convention. 

TEC was organized at the ANA Convention 
in 1966. Because we are a National Organization, 
the only time we officially meet is at the conven¬ 
tion. Further, we issue badges and other special 
cons for each annual convention.

The 1992 ANA Convention will be held at the 
Orange County Convention & Civic Center in 
Orlando, Florida, August 12-16, 1992.

TEC will again issue the Official Elongated 
Coin for the convention. This will be the fourth 


year for our involvement in this joint TEC/ 
ANA project. The coins will be rolled on site. 
They will be rolled on 1992 cents and will be 
sold for 500 each. They will also be offered in 
plastic sealed 6-coin sets for $6.00 a set, the 
same as previous years. Further, the same de¬ 
sign will be rolled on special coins or from 
customer’s pocket change. As usual, all profits 
on this project will be shared equally with the

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Yes , you read it correctly. A license has been issued 

by Major League Baseball Properties to allow elongated 
coins using Minor League logo’s to be produced. 

Laura Mooberry, who won the President’s Merit 
Award last year, and her father have worked with Major 
League Baseball Properties to obtain the sole rights to 
produce elongated coins depicting the logo’s of Minor 
League Teams. With the new baseball agreement last 
year, Major League Baseball owns all rights to all profes¬ 
sional baseball logo’s. A special license has been issued to 
Laura and her father to design and roll elongated coins to 
be sold at Minor League Stadiums across the country. 

After getting permission from a local minor league 
team to have a limited number of championship elongated 
coins rolled, Laura and her father then processed through 
a six month ordeal to obtain the sole rights to produce 
elongated coins for the minor leagues. 

This entire adventure would not have been possible 
without the help and support of Ray Dillard and Frank 
Brazzell. Ray helped design the 1991 Kane County Cou¬ 
gars Championship elongated coins. Then Frank engraved 
the design and Ray rolled the first 500 coins. 

Bill Larsen, General Manager of the Class A, Kane 
County Cougars of the Midwest League, was excited 

when he saw the elongated coins. Not really knowing what 

& 

an elongated coin was, Larsen was impressed when he saw 
the four coin set of a cent, nickel, dim and quarter that Ray 
Dillard had made for Laura. From that point on, Larsen 
was the force behind getting the license issued for elon¬ 
gated coins. 

At that point Laura and her father made a commit¬ 
ment to make elongated coins a father-daughter hobby. 
The decision was an easy one to make. They purchased a 
rolling machine from Frank Brazzell and their business 


their elongated coin machine a front page, color story 
in the business section. 

Now that school is finally out, Laura and her dad 
pack up their rolling machine and head to the ballpark 
to roll coins at each of the home games at Kane County 
Stadium. Currently, 5 to 7% of those attending the 
games are purchasing elongated coins. The seven coin 
North Division and seven coin South Division of the 
Class A, Midwest League, are being sold in the souve¬ 
nir shop at the stadium. The complete sets have yet to 
catch on. 

When the Mooberry’s gave the Minor League 
players a set of their teams elongated coins, the look on 
the players face’s tell the success of these elongateds. 
The players love the coins. As soon as a hole is 
punched into them and a jumpring is connected, the 
players have them on a chain and around their necks. 

The Mooberry’s idea of baseball elongated coins 
can do nothing by help to promote the hobby. There 
are 250 to 300 children leaving the ballpark after each 
game with an elongated coin held tight in their hand or 
stuffed in their pocket. This idea is also making 
baseball fans aware of elongated coins. But if nothing 
else, it is educating the public that it is not illegal to roll 
U.S. coinage into elongated coins. The most asked 
question is, “Isn’t this against the law?” is answered at 
least fifty times a night. 

No matter how far this Minor Elongated Coin 
adventure travels, it has been a great father-daughter 
adventure. This adventure started when a ten year old 
girl decided that she wanted to collect elongated coins.

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THE MASTERPIECE

Not much more can be said about the book by 
Angelo Rosato without covering comments al¬ 
ready in print. The years Angie spent gathering in¬ 
formation. . .and equally important. . .distilling it 
so that accuracy would remain the key word, have 
resulted in a literary masterpiece that ranks at the 
top of numismatic research and writing. 

Yet, the price is a barrier to its sales records. 
Not everyone has been willing to invest in a book, 
but if investments are graded good or bad by their 
ultimate performance, then this can only be re¬ 
garded as one of the few gambles for profit that has 
all the assets in its favor. 

A very limited supply, “must have” data avail¬ 
able no where else and an ever increasing demand 
factor as more and more coin collectors join the 
ranks of elongated enthusiasts amke the book a 
sure gamble. Increased demand, versus very lim¬ 
ited supply are the key words in any investment. 

However money is not the major reason to buy 

the ENCYCLOPEDIA of the MODERN ELON¬ 
GATED. The real profit is in the knowledge gained 
from the tome. The 1732 pages represent every 
major roller, not only of today, but of yesteryear. I 
have been involved in elongateds for many years 
but discovered much I had been unaware of and I 
also appreciated the quality of writing and photo 
reproduction. 

All in all, the decades invested in the book by 
the author have turned out to be years which will 
keep elongated collecting in the forefront of col¬ 
lector attention. Now to add to his reputation Angie 
has issued “Evaluating Elongated Coins” and 
“Rerolls, Restrikes” as supplements to the book. 
Both soft cover editions encompass a major area of 
our hobby and are very welcome. 

I could go on and on detailing why I enjoy and 
appreciate the Encyclopedia but I’m sure you long 
ago accepted the plaudits of others writers. I just 
wanted to add my “pat on the back” to Rosato and 
to emphasize why all of us owe him a debt of 
gratitude. 


Our Picassos

Over a year ago, I purchased Angelo Rosato’s 
book, Encyclopedia of the Modern Elongated. It has 
proved to be a wealth of useful information. It has also 
been thought provoking and has inspired several ques¬ 
tions asking letters to Angelo, who has always an¬ 
swered them with kindness and patience. In one letter 
to him I mentioned another of my hobbies - collecting 
postcards of my home town, Williamsburg, Virginia. 
Included with his response was a Williamsburg post¬ 
card. 

It was a SPECIAL Williamsburg postcard: It was 
designed by Lloyd Wagaman. It was a gift from two 
noted TEC club members so skilled in elongated coin 
die engraving that they were described by Lee Martin 

in his book. Today’s Elongateds, as Picassos of their 
field. 

Lloyd had been a crewman of the U.S.S. Goshen 
and his postcard commemorated the 3rd reunion of the 
crew and officers of that ship. The reunion took place 
on October 9-13, 1991 in Williamsburg. The inscrip¬ 
tion on the postcard was: U.S.S. Goshen (APA 108) An 
Attack Transport, commissioned Dec. 13, 1944, Capt. 
Carroll T. Bonney in command. She was active in the 
South Pacific, and also engaged in landing troops that 
captured Okinawa. She also had the honor of returning 
to the United States, with the marines that raised the 
flag in Iwo Jima. Decommissioned at Norfolk, VA on 
Apr. 20, 1946. She was sold in 1947 to the American 
Mail Line, Ltd. and renamed “Canada Mail”. 

Shortly after sending Angelo a letter of apprecia¬ 
tion, I received from Lloyd via Angelo an elongated 
commemorating the aforementioned reunion! The 
elongated was designed and rolled by Lloyd. Its in¬ 
scription reads as follows:

1991

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IDENTIFVING REF^OI_L_S 


— by Angelo A. R o s a t o — 

In articles appearing in previous TEC NEWS I mentioned the so-called 
"unlisteds," and in the last two news letters references were made 
about the elongation of coins rerolled from old existing dies. In each 
overview, the detailed accounts and observations were at best very 
brief. In my book "ENCYCLOPEDIA OF THE MODERN ELONGATED." 

the various interpretations are explained more specifically separating 
each of the categories presented. 

Since there is a substantial amount of TEC members who do not yet 
own a copy of the encyclopedia, the articles are written with a special 
interest for the benefit of those members lacking the knowledge that is 

annotated in a work that took many many years of research and finally 
published. With this, a few moments are taken in each of the writings 
with the hope that those less enlightened will profit in their 
presentations. 


To continue with the same theme on the subject of "rerolls," my last 
article focused briefly on matters of old dies still in existence and their 
possible reuse. A mention was also made concerning dealers listings 
offering olden depicted specimens at unfavorable high prices and, 

unfortunately, knowing the dies are still open. 


As announced in the last TEC News about the preparation of the cross 
reference on rerolls, the booklet has been completed. The 30 page 
publication is now being distributed free to all who have purchase a 
copy of my book. The booklet will serve as a quick glance and 
portable reference to assist in identifying all the known rerolls; and, 
indicating the possibility of many others. — So. . . , for those who do 
not have all of the specifications or the guide of the manual, perhaps 
the following will in a small way assist in the identification of rerolls. 


Having had the advantage and experience to examine thousands

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responsible for the resurrection of old dies were going to exploit the 
hobby through deception and profit. The outcry was effective. To date 

there are no known incidents among roller producers who have used 

older dies in deliberate violation of trust and good faith. However, at 

this time in the introduction of the newly devised booklet, there are 
incidents of sales listings offering the collector specimens at very high 
price levels made from the dies that are known to be still extant. 

Years ago, after weeks and months of assiduous inspection, the author 
was able to recognize the many elongateds that were not rolled at the 
duration of their introductory productions. Some were easily identified 
by the indiscriminate use of the coinage not in keeping with those in 
the period in which the elongateds were first rolled. For example, if a 
certain elongated was first produced in 1904, or 1933, depicting a 
specific event and a duplicate was found showing a date of 1963 on 
the reverse side of the specimen, it obviously was considered a reroll. 
It was not always that simple. While in the study of others, the task 
was more difficult because some were dateless or perhaps rolled on 
coins simulating the introduction period. In most instances, however, it 
was the reverse side that provided some evidence. Among those 
rerolled from the steel dies engraved by Charles F. Damm and 
afterwards in the possession of Charles Lipski, who then rolled and 
distributed them, the reverse side always showed the very fine tell-tail 
corrugated lines; usually, in the direction of the elongation as shown in 
the illustration on the following page. These tiny grooves were created 
by the opposite roller of the rolling machine. The markings are the 
result of the machining process in the manufacturing of the steel rollers 
or the die segments. The fine grooves were to become known as 
"lathe lines." Separate from the steel rollers themselves, when die 
rings or segments are not smoothed or polished down after they were 
machined, the fine lines can also be found on the obverse side of the 
elongated, which can not be seen with the naked eye. However, with 
the aid of magnification, the tiny grooves can be seen in the field of the 
image imprint design. This is a phenomenon which applies mostly to 
modem made dies; and in no way an indication the specimens are 
rerolls. 

With the comparison and examination of a profusion of duplicates, the 
task of finding rerolls was made easier. Other revealing indications 
were usually some small aberrations, different patterns, or markings on 
the reverse sides of the elongateds. The anomalies were generally 

caused, as stated, by the opposite rollers. Some rerolls were readily 
identified when the reverse was flat and smooth; while in comparison 
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to the older introductory specimens, they showed a reticulated, 

crinkled, or rippled texture. In other instances, some rerolls showed up 
on Lincoln cents while the initial rollings were introduced on Indian 

pennies. Other rerolls were a dead give-away when the reissued 

pieces turned up on worn out culls or larger sized damaged coins, 
such as the large or two cent pieces. The re-rolling of olden worthless 
culls was a practice to deceive the collector, since early roller producer 
did engage in the rolling of various lower denominational coinage; 
especially the softer copper coinage. - It is therefore suggested to all 
who do not have my book or the newly published booklet to carefully 
examine all the so-called "oldies," both in personal collections, and 
additional acquisitions . — I regret that I can not extend free copies 
of the booklet titled "REROLLS - RESTRIKES" beyond those who 
own the encyclopedia. However, there are a few extra printings 
available and I will offer them while they last for $25 per copy 
postpaid. Each reroll is fully illustrated and described and each has 
the cross reference code numbers for instant identification to include 
all the code numbers in each of the books by Dow, The Elongated
